The text of President Roosevelt's 
aviation message to congress fol- 
lows: 


To the Congress of the United 
States.- 


I am submittlne herewith the 
report of the 
federal 
aviation 
commission appointed by me last 
summer bv direction of the sev- 
enty-third congress. The commis- 
sion has made a diligent study 
of the broad subject of aviation 
conditions here and elsewhere and 
emphasizes the excellent Ameri- 
can progress in this new form of 
transportation. 
The 
commission 


has also studied problems of na- 
tional defense, 
of 
procurement 
policies and of the extension of 
air transport services. 
I invite 
your attention to these compre- 
hensive surveys. 


As I have suggested on many 
occasions, it becomes more and 
more apparent that the govern- 
ment of the United States should 
bring about a consolidation of its 
methods of supervision over all 
forms of transportation. When the

One of the letters, read by a, 
translator, was at variance with 
Hauptmann's testimony in that it 
Bald Fisch's share in a joint fur 
business was paid in with skins, 
not cash. 
Haupttmann's defense has tried 
to "show that much of the cash 
included in a state computation 
to show that Hauptmann's assets 
increased more than $44,000 after 
payment of the $50,000 Lindbergh 
ransom, came from Fisch.

Stock and Fur Business. 


Wilentz plunged back today In- 


to Hauptmann's 
stock and fur 
business dealings with the dead 
Isador Fisch. Hauptmann claimed 
Fisch gave him the ransom mon- 
ey which was found in his garage 
after his arrest; also that Fisch 
put up much of the cash which a 
government accountant credited to 
Hauptmann to show that his and 
his wife's assets increased more 
than $44,000 after the $50,000 fu- 
tile Lindbergh ransom was paid. 


The prosecutor made Haptmann 


admit that in 1932, after the ran- 
som was paid, he bought a $400 ra- 
dio, a $126 pair of field glasses, a 
canoe, took a trip to Florida and 
sent his wife on a trip to Ger- 
many; also that his wife . quit 
work. 


Hauptmann explained: "I was 
working—I made enough money 
on the market and on the fur. I 
did work. In the market and as 
carpenter." 


But Wilentz brought out that 


he earned only a total of $200 as 
a carpenter after the date of the 
ransom, which was April, 1932. 


Wife Not Hollering. 


"Didn't she (his wife) say to 


you, 
'Richard why are you quit- 


ting your job, we have 'only got 
a few dollars in the baiik?" 


"I say she was not hollering at 


me when I quit the Job," Haupt- 
mann said. 


Wilentz asked • im why he put 


the ransom bills, which Haupt- 
mann had 
tid Flscl gave him,

he needed the money.

(/P)—-Traps and pitfalls beset Bru- 
no Richard Hauptmann when he 
was called back again to the wit- 
ness chair to undergo 
further 


ruthless cross-examination at the 
hands of Attorney Gereral David 
T. Wilentz. 
The state planned to open 
up 


today on the apparent discrepan- 
cies which the phlegmatic Bronx 
ex-convict allowed to creep into 
his testimony in the two crowd- 
ed days he has been 
on 
the 
stand. 


Throughout Hauptmann's direct 


and cross examination, the legal 
battery and experts at the state's 
able have been checking every 
word of his story. Today the plan 
was to capitalize on those checks 
and thrust away at the weakness- 
Be in Hauptmann's armor. 


Anthony M. Hauck, of the pros- 


ecution 
staff, 
after 
conferring 


with others at the state's table 
said it would probably require 
all morning to complete the cross 
examination of the defendant. 


This would indicate Hauptmann 


would be on the stand most of 
the day. 
His re-direct examina- 


tion was expected to be lengthy 
for the defense will seek to repair 
what damages the prosecution has 
done to his story. 
The state's 


re-cross examination will likewise 
be protracted. 


Wife To Follow. 


Mrs. 
Hauptmann, who the de- 


fense says w'H follow her hus- 
band on the stand, was not ex- 
pected to be reached until late 
in the afternoon. 


Hauptmann appeared in court 


at 9:45 a. m. 


The same slight smile was on 


his face as he walked in, clutch- 
ed at each wrist by a guard.

Hauptmann Grows Confused. 
One after one Wilentz showed 


him deposit slips In his handwrit- 
ing showing large deposits of sil- 
ver. 
Hauptmann seemed to be 
getting confused and his explana- 
tions became more jumbled. 


"It should be bills. It should be 
bills," he repeated monotonously 
as he looked at the deposit amounts 
he had marked beside the word 
"silver'1 on a deposit slip. 


Wilentz 
hammered 
questions 


about a counterfeit quarter among 
the deposits and Reilly protested. 
The justice advised Hauptmann 
he would have "opportunity to an- 
swer." 


Q. Here is $200 In bills depos- 


ited 
in 
September, 1932. 
You 
weren't working. Where did you 
get the money? 


A. From the fur business. 
Wilentz and the defendant con- 


tinued the identification of 
the 
deposits, the attorney general cit- 
ing many coin deposits 
which 


Hauptmann said .were mistakes. 
Wilentz showed Hauptmann a 


$12 coin deposit. 


Q. 
You didn't deposit $12 
in 
coin In all the years before 1932? 


A. What's that? 
The question was repeated. 
A. I cant' remember. 
More Silver Deposits. 
There were two deposits of sil- 


ver, 
one $12 and the other $10, 


both made shortly after the ran- 
som payment. 


Q. Where did you get that sil- 
ver? 


A. Some of the money out of 
my trunk in the house. 


Q. When you had the $4,300? 
A. 
Yes. 


Hauptmann explained that his 


wife had compalined at the small 
bank balance In their account and 
he had dipped 
into his money 
trunk »nd took out K>m« money, 


"You can go over all dem slips 
and you will find no more than 
$12 in silver," Hauptmann volun- 
teered. 


Q. 
$12 and $10 Is $32, though 


in nlckles? 
A. I didn't have a nickel shop. 
The jury studied the 
deposit 


slips carefully as the questioning 
progressed. 
Fore* Over Financial Ledger. 
While the jury studied the de- 
posit slips as court pasded for a 
conferenne between Relllv 
and 
Wilentz, Hauptmann pored over 
his large financial ledger, which 
had been given him on the stand. 


Q. Did 'you deposit $750 in gold 


in the Ceintwl Savings Bank? 
i 
A. Let me explain, I went to 


the strong box (safety deposit 
box) and took it out and deposited 
it. 


Q. You took the $750 in gold 
bills to some place, exchanged for 
other bills and deposited in the 
Central Savings Bank? 


A. No. 
Q. That was March, 1933, when 
President 
Roosevelt 
called 
in 
gold? 


A. Yes. 
Hauptmann turned the pages of 


the book, while Wilentz stood by 
his elbow, waiting. 


Q. Thats' your book, Isn't It? 
A. Yes. 
Kept Fisch Dealings. 


Q. A book in which you kept 
account of your stocks, vour deal- 
Ings with Fisch? 


A. Yes, all of it. 
Q. You kept the book for your- 


self, for your own information? 


A. Yes. 
Q. You didn't keep It to fool 
anyone? 


A. 
No. 


Q. You weren't trying to hide 
anything from anyone? 


A. No. 
Q. So it's a true and accurate 
record? 


A. Yes, but not all is in it. 
Q. It's a true 
and 
accurate 
statement of all that's in it? 


A. It's not correct. 
Q. Everything in it is correct 
but you left something out? 


A. Yes. Let me explain. 
Q. If your book says $12,000, it 
was $9,500? 


A. Yes. That's correct. 
Wrote Fisch Family. 


Q. If you wrote to the Fisch 


family in 1934 and said you put 
up $12,000 worth of stocks, was 
that a lie? 


A. No. 
Q. But you had put up only $9,- 


500 stocks? 


A. 
Yes. 


Q. You did put up $12,000 in 
securities? 


A. Yes, that's correct. 
Q. when you wrote to Isador's 


family after his death did you say 
anything about the stock 
you 


bought for him? 


A. No, I did not. 
The defendant launched an ex- 
planation of the stock dealings of 
Fisch. 
He said the little furrier 


did not make enough. 
Haupt- 


mann suggested 
that 
he buy 
Flschs' Interest for 20 per cent of 
value and the partner would par- 
ticipate 50-50 on profit and loss. 
"Fisch said o. k." Hauptmann 


concluded. 
Q. When did you and he start 
this account where you were to 
put up $17,500 and he was to put 
up $17,500? 
A. October. The end of Octo- 


ber. 1933. 
Q. 
You never had anv stock 
dealings before October, 1933? 


A. That was the 50-50 account. 
Never Got Started. 


Q. How about the account In 


which he had 20 per cent Inter- 
est? 


A. That really never got start- 
ed. 


Q. So Fisch was never in the 
market prior to October. 1933? 


A. Oh, yes. He was in in 1932. 
Wilentz 
changed 
the 
subject 
and asked if the witness had 
bought a canoe and taken hunt- 
ing trips after the kidnaping. 


The witness admitted he took 
one trip. 


Q. And you weren't working? 
A. No. 
Wilentz reviewed the trips of 
the Hauptmanns to California and 
Florida and the purchase of the 
$400 radio since 1932. 


Q. 
And your wife quit work 
too? 


A. Yes, in June, 1932. 
Q. 
And you made only $200 
since as a carpenter. 
A. Yes. 
Q. Your wife was disgusted at 
your quitting the job and you 
went and put money in the bank? 


A. She .wasnt' hollering at me. 
Leads to Arrest. 


Wilentz led Hauptmann to his 
arrest and the circulation of ran- 
som bills immediately preceding. 


Q. 
Why, because you needed 
the money? 


A. 
Oh, no, I didnt' need the 
money. 


Q. Why did you put it in cir- 
culation? 


A. I thought I wouldn't take 
the check from my stock account 
so I put this money into circula- 
tion and used it. 


Q. So you took the money be- 
cause you didn't want to take it 
out of your stock account and you 
had living expenses? 
A. Yes. 
Q. When your 
wife went to 


buy her shoes you took one of 
the bills? 


A. 
That's correct. 


Q. Before, when you needed liv- 
ing expense money, you took It 
out of your stock account? 


A. That's right. 


Put Bills In Circulation. 


"Altogether I put in circulation 
I figure, from 12 to 15 bills," he 
concluded. 


Q. For your living expenses? 
A. Yes. 
Q. 
Prior to that time 
you 


should have taken the money from 
your banking or brokerage 
ac- 
counts? 


A. Yes. 
Q. So then whenever you need- 
ed money you dipped into that 
money and took out -a bill at a 
time? 


A. Yes, but I took four or five 
bills at a time. 


Q. But you didn't take it out 
just to cash it, to get it changed 
to other money? 


A. 
No. for living (expenses). 


Q. You didn't take the bills out 


and cash them just to jret rid of 
them? 


A. 
No. 


Q. 
Why did you deposit $200 


during 
August 
and 
September, 


1934, when you needed money for 
expenses? 


A. This bank was closed and I 
opened in another bank in 86th 
street. 


Secret Bank Account. 


Hauptmann explained that he 


opened an account in a Mt. Vcr- 
non . bank in September 1934, to 
build up "litle bv little" a fund 
to go to Germany. His wife, did 
not know about the account. 


Q. A special account? 
A. Yes. I wanted to start a 


special account for our voyage to 
Germany. 


Q. You wern't worried 
about 
having enough money for 
the 
trip? 


A. Not worried, that's right But 


if you take a trip—if you build 
Mj> 1HU* br littla, you don't feel 


it so much. 


Q. But you had thousand! of 
dollars in September, -1984. Thou- 
sands? 


A. In my stock account. 
Q. You didn't need money in 
September you had thousands? 


A. It was easier to build up 
little by little than take out $1,- 
000 all at once. 
-Q. You only used a little.of the 
money (Ransom)? 


A. I was going to return the 
rest to Mrs. Fisch. 
Planned to Return Money. 


Q. You took about $300 of gold 
certificates and was going to give 
back the rest to the Fisch family? 
A. I got It from Fisch. 
Q. So you intended to return the 
rest of the gold to the Flschs? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Then why did you spend the 
12 or 15 bills you took? 


A. Fisch owed me. . 
Hauptmann then explained he 


divided the monev Into two pack- 
ages, one of $2,000, and the other 
of $12,000 "to be on the safe side." 
He said Fisch owed him that 


$2,000 and he wanted to be sure 
of getting that money. He was 
afraid Fisch's brother would re- 
fuse to give it to him. 


Q. What were you afraid of. 
What was the trouble? 


A. Because there wasn't any 
written between Fisch and me. 


Q. What trouble were you afraid 


of?A. Fisch's brother. 
Q. What trouble were you afraid 
of? 


A. He wouldn't believe me. 
Fisch Owed Him $2,000. 


Q. You would tell him you had 
his money? 


A. Yes but I didn't have any 


slips or records. 
Fisch owed me 


$2,000. 


Q. You were going to separate 
the $2,000 and give them the rest. 
A. No. But if I gave him all 
the money he might talk about it. 


Q. They asked you to tell what 
Fisch left in this country? 


A. Yes. 
Q. And vou answered a couple 


of 
old trunks with 
nothing in 


them? 
A. Yes 
Q. Why did you hide the money 


In the trunk? 


A. Somebody might come in. 
1 had to hide it somewhere. 


Q. Why didn't you tell Fisch'B 
brother? 


A. I was going to write and I 
got arrested. 
Hauptmann said he wrote one 
letter and was waiting, before 
writing again, for an answer from 
the first 
Q. Yesterday you said you did 


not write because Fisch'B brother 
was coming over? 
A. That was my answer. 
Q. Now you say you didn't write 


because you didn't get a reply. 


A. You are wrong again. 
Planning Return to Germany. 
Q. As a matter of fact 
you 


knew at that time you were plan- 
ning to return to Germany? 
A. Oh that was plan over a 
year already. 


Hauptmann said he planned to 
write Fisch's brother 
explaining 
he was bringing back all of his 
effects. 
The trip was planned for 1935 
because, 
Hauptmann 
said, his 


mother would be 70 years old. 


Q. Now you had $4,300 in 
a 
trunk in 1»31? 


A. Yes. 
Q. And you always kept money 
in that trunk? 
A. Yes. 
Q. You always took off some 
money to hide away? 


A. Yes. 
Q. YOU always had money in 
the trunk? 
All Money Invested. 


A. 
Yes. 
I spent 
everything. 


All the money was invested. 


Q. So you didn't always have 
money in the trunk?

No. 


Q. Hov much money was in 
that trunk in February, 1933? 


A. 
Gold certificates. 


Q. How much?

"Yea, Lord; Thou knowest that 
I PHILEO Thee." 
"Tend My sheep. 
"Simon, son of John, PHILEOST 
thou Me?—do you even- love' Me 
as one man loves another?" Won- 
derful condescension, that-the' Sa- 
vior should accept us even on 
our own, lower level of under-

Creation of an international board 
to divide up the 
world's export 
markets among the producing and 
manufacturing nations was pro- 
posed today to a senate commit- 
tee by Secreta-y Roper. 


Roper was testifying before the 
senate agriculture committee aft- 
er Secretary Wallace had told it 
that restriction of cotton acreage 
in this country must continue un- 
til foreign demand for the staple 
increased.

CARE OF ORCHARDS 
DY COUNTY AGENTS 


FARM AND~~HOME DEMON- 
STRATION AGENTS INSIST 


ORCHARDS ARE VITAL 


Orchard demonstrations in var- 


ious sections of the county have 
teen held recently by C. C. Mor- 
ris and Miss Ruth McNabb, coun- 
ty farm and home demonstration 
agents co-operatively, in an effort 
to advance the program of home 
orchard for every family in the 
county. 


Both of the agents insist that 
orchards are vital portions 


bf a balanced farm program, es- 
'pecially with members 
of 
the 


home demonstration clubs work- 
Ing on their pantry projects to 
insure an adequate food supply 
for the family. Extension service 
specialists 
estimate 
that 1,250 


pounds of fruits are required an- 
nually for a family of five. 


Several 
general 
observations 


were made concerning orchards 
by Mr. Morris. He asserted that 
the location of the orchard should 
preferably be on a north or east- 
ern slope of a well-drained plot, 
and if the ground possessed more 
than a fall of .five inches in 100 
feet it should be terraced before 
setting out the trees. Trees do 
not thrive on poorly drained or 
impoverished land. Care should 
he exercised in selection of tree, 
With one-year-old trees preferred. 


Should Be Set at Angle. 
In setting out fruit trees,, the 
county 
agent 
said 
that 
care 


should be used to set them at an 
angle of 45 degrees or more, lean- 
Ing in all cases to the southwest, 
in order to enable growing trees 
to withstand 
prevailing 
spring 


winds. When three or four years 
old they will be erect and strong 
enough to withstand the wind. 


• Peaches, plums and apricots, etc., 


should be pruned to a height of 
18 inches at planting; while ap- 
ples and pears should 
be 
cut 
back to 24 inches height. 
Each orchard should be pruned 


each winter during the dormant 
season with January and Febru- 
ary as the most favorable months 
' for 
this 
work. 
The 
pruning 
serves to make the trees more 
vigorous and also thins out the 
fruit to Increase good yields and 
higher 
quality. 
The 
pruning 


should be followed by spraying 
to. destroy diseases, insects, and 
parasites.San Jose Scale. 
Much San Jose scale is 
re- 


• ported in Navarro county by Mr. 
Morris, and it is termed the most 
dangerous of parasitic 
diseases 


because it spreads rapdily. Lime 
sulphur solution spray 
is pre- 
•cribed as proper treatment.

He went from the post of edit,or 


of Collier's weekly, which he held 
in. 1919, to that of ambassador of 
Italy where he served from May, 
1921, to February, 1924. In 1922 
he was the chief representative 
of the United States at the Genoa 
and Lausanne conferences. 


Bolted Republican*. 
An ambassador serving under 


republican presidents, he bolted 
the party in 1932 to lead a league 
of Roosevelt republicans which 
worked for the election of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt as president. 
Italy decorated him with the 


order of St. Maurice and St. Laz- 
arus and with the order of the 
crown of Italy. 
He summarized his 
European 


diplomatic experiences in 1925 in 
a book "A Diplomat Looks at 
Europe." 
Born in Worcester, Mass., Aug. 


5, 1881. Child attended Harvard 
university which in 1924 added to 
his 'academic degrees 
the hon- 


orary degree of doctor of laws. 
He was admitted to the bar in 


1906, coming first 
to 
national 


notice during the world war when 
he worked as an assistant to 
Frank A. Vanderlip in war 
fi- 


nance work in the U. S.' treas- 
ury. 
Published Volumes. 
Five of his volumes were pub- 


lished before then, the first, "Jim 
Hands." 
in 1910. The 
others 


were "The Man in the Shadow,' 
"The Blue Wall," "Potential Rus- 
sia" and "Bodbank." 
Among his later works were 
"Battling the Criminal" and "Writ- 
ing on the Wall" in 1928, and the 
"Pitcher of Romance" 
in 1930. 


Child also contributed to numer- 
ous magazines fiction and arti- 
cles on public questions.

Henry Breckinrldge, took his ac- 
customed place back of the pros- 
ecution table as court was about 
to convene. 


Court got under way at 10:03

Justice Trenchard the jurist di- 
rected Carlstrom to resume the 
witness stand and a whispered 
conference of defense and state 
attorneys followed 


The whispered conference waa 
carried over to the judge's bench 
and Trenchard was consulted at 
length. It could not be learned 
immediately what was the sub- 
ject of the lengthy conference. 


The conference at the bench 
began to break , up. Wilentz left 
the front of the bench first and 
the defense attorneys came next 
one by one.

Fisher interrupted to point out 
that 1 a. m. in

Wilentz suggested

It.Kiss told of making "rum" from 
alcohol and flavoring. He said he 
was taking two pints to a friend 
in the Bronx when he got lost the 
night o!

Forms for filing returns of in- 


come for 1934 have been sent to

year. Failure to receive a form, 
however, does not relieve a tax- 
payer of his obligation to file his 
return and pay the tax on time, 
on or bfore March 15 if the re- 
turn is made on the 
calendar 


year basis, as it the case with 
most individuals. 
Forms may be obtained 
upon 
request, 
written 
or 
personal, 


from the offices of collestors of 
internal revenue and deputy col- 
lectors. 
Persons whose net in- 


come for 1934 was derived chief- 
y from salary or wages and was 
not in excess of $5,000 
should 


make their returns on form 1040A, 
a single sheet. Persons whose net 
ncome was in excess of $5,000, 
or, regardless of amount, was de- 
rived from a business, profes- 
sion, rents or sale of property, 
are required to use a larger form, 
L040. Failure to use the proper 
'orm presents difficulties to both

PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS 
In addition to the personal ex- 


emption of $1,000 for single per- 
sons and $2,500 for married per- 
sons living together 
and 
for 


heads of families, a taxpayer Is 
entitled to a credit of $400 for 
each dependent, defined by in- 
come tax law and regulations as 
a person under 18 years of age 
or incapable of self-support be- 
cause mentally or physically de- 
fective. The term "mentally 
or 


physically defective" means not 
only cripples and those mentally 
defective but persons in 111 health 
and the aged. 


In order to be entitled to the 


$400 credit, the taxpayer must 
furnish the dependent his or her 
chief support. The credit is based 
upon actual financial dependency 
and not mere legal dependency. 
For example, a father whose chil- 
dren receive half for more of their 
support from a trust fund or 
other separate source is not en- 
titled to the credit. 
Neither 
relationship nor resi- 


dence Is a factor in the allowance 
of the $400 credit for a depend- 
ent. The taxpayer and the de- 
pendent may be residents of dif- 
ferent cities. If husband and wife 
both contribute to the support of 
fi dependent, the $400 credit may 
be taken by the one contribut- 
ing the chief support, and may 
not be divided between them, 


A single person who supports 


in his home an aged mother is 
entitled not only to the $400 credit 
for a dependent, but also to the 
personal exemption of $2,500 as 
the head of a family. A widower 
supporting under similar circum- 
stances a dependent child under 
18 years of age also is entitled 
to the personal exemption of $2,- 
500 as the head of a family, plus 
the $400 credit for a dependent. 


Under the revenue act of 1934 


both the personal exemption and 
the credit for dependents are re- 
quired to be prorated where the 
status of the taxpayer changed 
during the year.

The County Judges and Com- 


mlslsoners Association of Texas, is 
•eeklng several different law en- 
. aotments in the Texas Legislature 
whereby the law assuming bonds 
used for state highways by the 
•tate, will be re-enacted, approprl- 
(tion of funds for relief, etc. ac- 


Vrding to a letter received by 
'.' E. McWilllams, county judge, 
from E. L. Pitts, Lubbock, presi- 
dent of the organization. 
Plans for the seeking of legis- 


lation calculated by the associa- 
tion for the benefit of the coun- 
ties and officials were made at a 
meeting held in Austin, Jan. 16. 
Following are the proposals fa- 


vored by the association: 


1. Re-enacting the 
road 
bond 
assumption 
law for county and 
road district indebtedness for the 
.next two years. 
2. The appropriation 
of funds 


from some source 
to 
continue 
•tate and federal relief programs. 


Salaries and Duties. 
3. Enactment of a general law 
eoverlng payment of commission- 
erg salaries, giving liberal con- 
struction of their duties and re- 
sponsibilities (Bill prepared and 
will give modest raise in salary to 
•very commissioner If passed.) 


4. Urge no further burdens on 
the county general funds. 
5. Urging no reduction in auto 
registration fees which are used 
to maintain lateral roads. To re- 
duce these fees would mean sui- 
cide to most counties since it 
would be necessary to levy an ad 
valorem tax to maintain lateral 
roads. 


• There is considerable agitation 
•nd work being put forth in an 
effort to get the state to take 
over all the bonds used for the Im- 
provement and 
construction 
of 
•tate highways which will remove 
quite a burden from the counties 


* and road districts. 
Oppose Fee Reduction. 


A determined opposition, espe- 
cially among the smaller counties, 
is scheduled to be made against 
anv reduction in the automobile 
registration fees. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement, the county road 
and bridge funds receive the first 
*BO,000 collected in automobile reg- 
istration fees and are used exclu- 
Bively on lateral roads. The funds 
over the $50,000 are divided with 
the state highway department.

DIRECT RELIEF MUST END 


AT EARLIEST TIME

Governor James V. Allred 
;oday suggested that irriga- 
tion, 
flood 
control 
and 


eclamation projects, pre- 
vention of erosion, develop- 
ment of hydro-electric pow- 
er, housing, slum clearance 
and elimination

grade crossings should be Included 
n the federal government's reeov- 
ry program in Texas. 
The governor was one of the 
irinclpal speakers at a conference 
-f Texas representatives of feder- 
al recovery agencies with heads 
f state departments co-operating 
n the work. He again emphasiz- 
:d the need of long range plan- 
ilng for the judicious expenditure 
iff the approximately $250,000,000 
which he said the National gov- 
rnment probably would allocate 
o Texas. 
"I agree with our great presl- 
ent, Franklin D. Roosevelt," Mr. 


Allred said, "in his statement to 
ongress that we must bring to 
an end direct relief at the earliest 
losslble date and .substitute in lieu 
if emergency relief a program of 
irlnglng private capital into its 
iroper channels. 


Proper Co-Ordlnatlon.' 


"I believe that there should be 
a proper 
co-ordination 
through 


ur state planning board between

ment for many people but did 
lot provide a means of a future 
ncome for those so employed. 
The spending by the government 
of $25,000,000 in Texas means that 
f this fund is properly and judi- 
ciously spent that this great sum 
will act as a capital investment 
hrough which those employed in 
various public works will build 
for hemselves a means through 
which they may earn their future 
support, x x x 


"The plan of our government 
s to develop our land, water, and 
our natural resourcei but all this 
s for the single purpose of de- 
veloping our human resorces. Two- 
thirds of all the homes of Texas 
are occupiied by tenants. Through 
our various governmental housing 
Programs it is hoped that within 
:he next few years the reverse

REFERENDUM FAVORS NEW 


TAX PLAN FOR RELIEF

STAMFORD, Jan. 29.—

in Plainview January 15, the offi- 
cers' committee of the regional

Seven to One Decision. 
In announcing today the 7 to 1

of school government and a great 
per cent of state government. The 
average total taxes assessed on 
real estate in these subdivisions 
of government Is from $3.50 to $6 
per $100 valuation. These taxes 
must be paid whether the prop- 
erty makes or does not make a re- 
turn, otherwise these taxes are 
governmentat' liens 
upon 
such 


properties. Around $50,000,000 in 
taxes in West Texas are delin- 
quent, and government Hens exist 
against our property to that ex- 
tent. 
Should Fund Debts. 
"It is proposed that the state 


with a sales tax will probably 
fund the debts of political subdi- 
visions, now estimated to amount 
to $730,000,00. It is estimated that 
It takes 45 cents out of every ad 
valorem tax dollar to pay the In- 
terest and sinking fund on out- 
standing debts. If the state takes 
over the task of funding such 
outstanding Indebtedness a very 
substantial relief will be given to 
every ad valorem tax payer in the 
form of reduced taxes. A most 
important point of our program .is 
making it mandatory on the po- 
litical subdivision to reduce the 
tax bill in accordance with the re- 
lief secured; and our proposal is 
to write into th 
constitution a. 
limit of 2 per cent on any sales 
tax that may be levied by the 
legislature. 
"The proposition Is a supplant- 


ing tax and not an additional tax. 
We are for the sales tax only as a 
means of relieving the ad valorem 
tax burden by debt paying, and 
we would be unalterably opposed 
to a -ales tax if it were an addi-

tax." 
Estimate ot Income. 


The West Texas Chamber con- 
fends thac a 2 per cent tax, based 
on retail sales in Texas of $2,000,- 
000,000 (the 1929 figure), will re- 
duce from $20,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000 annually, which would com- 
pletely amortize the 
$730,000,000 


debt of political subdivisions in 
4r years at 3 per cent interest. 


"The original Dusgan proposi- 


tion, that of supplanting the state 
ad valorem tax, which Is only 25 
cents, would afford only 6 per 
cent relief," said Hamlin's state- 
r-ent.
